He Played Back Stop ID the Game Between 


Life mud Drath. With Nature In the 
Box and Twenty Quart* of Nltroglyoerln 
Dolor Service a> the Ball. 


One of the most thrilling experiences 


recorded iu the annals of shooters' ca- 
reers was that in which Dick Singleton, 
an old time Bradford shooter, played 
the role of boro. He played it well too. 
That the sensational drama did not torn 
out to be u tragedy iu which six lives 
were takou in the last act is due to tbe 
hero's cool head, quick decision and su- 
perb uervo in the face of almost certain 
death. 


Singleton was oue ol tbe best kuown 


shooters iu the Bradford field. He had 
all tho qualities which enter iuto the 
rn:ike up <>f a successful juggler with 
death's agencies. He bad shot hundreds 
of wells aud transported glyceriu all 
over roads which at certain seasons 
had no counterpart for ail ronud vil- 
lainy auywhero, but his reckless caution 
had always averted a catastrophe. 


One di»y Siugletou started out to shoot 


a well located near Bradford. The well 
had been "drilled iu" two or three days 
before, but tho shooter had been too 
busy to put iu a shot. 


Arrived at tho well Siuglotou pro- 


ceeded to fill tho shells with glyceriu 
from his caus. That is ft proceeding of 
some delicacy, as glyceriu allows 110 
liberties to be taken with it. Care must 
be exerci.sod iu pouring the stuff from 
the cans into the shells. 


The well was about 1,800 feet deep, 


aud during tho iuterval siuce drilling 
had stopped about 1,OOU feet ot fluid 
bad accumulated iu thu bole. 


There was uothiug unusual about 


tliut, but something unusual did hap- 
pen speedily and most inopportunely; 
something calculated to turu oue's hair 
gray aud make such au impression on 
the meittoriea of the meu present as 
time could uot efface. 


The glyceriu shell had beeu lowered 


several hnudred feet, aud Siugletou was 
slowly playing out the cord, when he 
felt the line- slacken. Immediately he 
heard an nuiiuous roar. It was a sound 
to appall tho stoutest heart. 


The wrll hud started to flow I 
Siuglerou kuew the meauiug of that 


eouud. lie knew that a column of oil 
1,000 feet high, obeyiug tho impetus of 
tho mighty forces of uature, then ia 
convulsion 2,000 feet underground, was 
forcing to tho surface with a velocity of 
a cauuou ball iv shell coutaiuiug 20 
quarts of glyceriu. 


He realized that the propulsive euergy 


of that column of oil would project the 
shell agaiust the timbers of the derrick 
with tremendous force. 
No need to 


speculate qu what would follow tho im- 
pact. 


All this was flashed upon Siugleton'a 


consciousness a^ he stood leaning over 
the hole. The thought flash uud the 
signal of peril were coincident iu point 
of time. 


It was an awful moment—such a 


moment as no man had ever experienced

Actiug upon a natural impulse, they 
turned to flee, seokiug iu flight the 
safety which they kuew it was futile to 
hojpe for. Almost before terror could 
impart motion to their limbs the catas- 
trophe would befall. 


If Singleton had lost his head or hes- 


itated for only a fractional part of a sec- 
ond, six men would have been blown 
into eternity, aud another horror would 
have been added to the long list charged 
to the account of uitroglycerin. 


Bat be did riot lose his head. " He 


kuew that flight was useless. No time 
for that. Whether he should run or 
stay, death seeemd to be inevitable. 


If he should stay, there was one 


chance—only one. It oarne to Singleton 
like an inspiration. The oue chance de- 
cided him. Desperate as it was—a mil- 
lion to one that it would fail—he re- 
solved to take it. 


Who can say what passed through 


the man's mind during the inappreciable 
fraction of time that he waited to put 
his plan into execution? 


Perhaps Singleton himself could not 


describe what his mental vision beheld 
in that brief iuterval between the warn- 
ing and the appearance of the messenger 
of eternity.

General Shatter Nick With Fever au<I 


Uuttblv to Louvn Detention Camp—Camp 
Appuarml to lie a lieuutlful One but 
lunpecUon Showed That Troo|» Mutt 
Get Awtty nt Once. 
- 


Cam]) Wikoff. Montaulc Point, L. I., 


Sept. 4.—The president and secretary of 
war arrived at Chrnp Wikuff at 9:45 a. 
iu. Saturday. Major General Wheeler 
and his staff greeted Mr. McKinley. Mr. 
Alger and their party on the stution 
platform, surrounded by teamsters and 
the population of this clump of houses. 
Outside. 1000 smart trooper* of the Third 
cavalry were drawn up. ana the convert- 
ed yacht Eileen, in the roadstead, slowly 
boomed forth the presidents' salute of 21 
guns. 


General Wheeler met the president, be- 


cause General Shatter had a touch of 
fever, and does not feel able to move 
from his cot. Besides, General Shatter 
i» still in detention, and it would hardly 
comport with the discipline of the camp 
for the commanding genera! to disre- 
gard the detention rules. 


Tiie president started for Long Island 


City shortly after 11 o'clock Friday 
night. 
With the president were Vice 


Presidert Hobart. Secretary of War Al- 
ger, Attorney General Grlggs. Senator 
Proctor, Commissary General Egan. 
Quartermaster General Ludlngton. Col- 
onel F. J. Hecker, who had charge of 
transportation; Private Secretary Por- 
ter. President iiuldwln of the Long Isl- 
and railroad and Assistant Secretary 
Courtelyou. 


There was a cheer as the train pulled 


out of the Lone Island City station. The 
residents of Hicksvllle had prepared a 
reception. There was cheering and the 
discharging of cannon In honor ot the 
president. Shortly after leaving Hlcks- 
vllle the president retired and the other 
^members of the party followed. 


At 6 a. m. the train reached AmaKan- 


Srtt, which is 12 miles from camp. Sec- 
retury of War Alger was the first man 
to show himself. He got out of the car 
and after lighting his pipe took a short 
stroll. The party had all arisen In the 
meantime and breakfast \v;is served the 
president In Mis private car. The resi- 
dents uf Amagansett were down at the 
depot, anxious In See the president. He 
kept t» the train and only showed him- 
self for a few minutes nt Intervals. 


Among the- president's party was the 


wife of Secretary Alger. 


Upon arriving a"t the camp the car- 


riages, preceded by the cavalry, wound 
up the hill to General Wheeler's head- 
quarters. There the president took a 
long view of the wide, undulating, tree- 
less expanse, chfi'kfred with regimental 
camps and hospitals, great parterrels of 
canvas amid stretches of grass. "This 
is beautiful." Mr. McKinley said, and 
then later, "I think I never saw a hand- 
somer ctmip." 


After a two-minutes' wait the presi- 


dent drove through the detention camp 
to Major General Shatter's tent. The 
general was in full uniform, but his fare 
was flushed with fever. He endeavored 
to rise from the chair In which he sat as 
the president entered the tent. 


"l)on't get up, general," said Mr. Mc- 


Kinley. as they shook hands. "You are 
entitled to rest. How are you?" 


"A little achy," replied the general, 


"but otherwise all right." 


Mrs. Alg-r remained In General Shat- 


ter's tent while the president. Secretary 
Alger. Mr. Grixgs and others went to 
the general hospital. 


President McKinley and the members 


of the cabinet were in camp but a few 
hours when they realized that the best 
thiflg to do was to j?ot the troops away 
from Montauk as soon as possible.

Sealed Order*. 


The custom of having -warships sail 


"under sealed orders" has arisen from 
the desire of maritime powers to pre- 
vent their pluiid from becoming known 
to the enemy. 


Iu the American navy such orders 


come from the president and are deliv- 
ered to a commander of a ship or squad- 
ron by a confidential messenger, who 
knows nothing of their contenta 


Sometimes they are in cipher, but 


they are always sealed with the official 
seal of the navy department, and the 
package cannot be opened until the time 
marked on it, which is usually several 
hours after the hour of leaving port. 


By this precaution the newspapers 


are prevented from disclosing prema- 
turely tbe movements which may be of 
the greatest Importance and the spies of 
tbe enemy are rendered useless so far u 
their ability to discover the secret of 
such movements is concerned. 


Sailing under sealed orders is now 


the common naval practice in time of 
war.
